A few months ago, there was mailed out with an issue of GRAUSTARK' a pamphlet expres- 
sing concern that President Nixon might order nuclear weapons to be used on Vietnam. 

Confirmation has come from Japan, in the form of a court martial prosecution against

Last summer, Poplin was ordered to draft a leaflet "intended to be dropped after nu- 
clear weapons had been used against North Korea explaining the 'reasons' to the survivors". 
(This, of course : , cculd be easily adapted to Vietnamese conditions should such a decision 
be taken there <>).. Instead , Poplin held a press conference on 10 April explaining that he ■ 
was filing war crimes charges against several of his superior officers, including Harold 
Fe'Bentz P commander of the 7th 0 

. Poplin was promptly busted from E6 to El and confined incommunicado in the stockade. 
An attempt was made on' his ■ life by "an unknown person" while the stockade guard was mys- 
teriously "off duty" » The army is understandably reluctant to bring the case to trial, 
since the defendant has promised' to tell all he knows about "PsyWar" operations. He has 
already released _ documents showing the entire organizational structure of the 7th,

■Washington police to clear the streets of anti-war demonstrators last month, because con- 
tingents- of active troops from Ft 0 Meade, Ft Q Bragg, Ft, Belvoir, and Andrews Air Force 
Base were taking part in the demonstrations, And the 82nd Airborne Division's men let it 
be known that, if called out against the demonstrators, they would join them, (i.
